The council meeting of Febru¬ 
ary 23rd was held with a rela¬ 
tively small agenda. Present, at 
the request of the council, was 
Mr. Reynolds, representing Bur¬ 
roughs Business Machines.

Industrial Development Board 
was brought up with the decision 
to advance $100 now, and pending 
the per capita share by the gov¬ 
ernment, match the sum up to a 
maximum of 25c per capita. 

The budget will be presented to 
council at the next regular meet¬ 
ing. 

Councillor Hanrahan produced in¬ 
formation and figures cm a new 
tractor with back hoe attachment. 
After some discussion, and the re¬ 
alization that’1965 was going to 
be a very expensive year, coun¬ 
cil decided to drop the idea for 
this year. It was then decided to 
collect all information for the year 
on similar machinery and discuss 
the investment at a later date. 

A letter from Mar-Jac Paving 
Ltd. of Lethbridge, advised coun¬ 
cil that they were liquidating. 

This brought some discussion as 
Mar-Jac owes the town of Cole¬ 
man approximately $1,000. It was 
decided a letter would be sent to 
the handling attorneys.

Jala Full Of Farmers? 

Manitoba's ;ompulsory potato marketing 
commission wq« only a couple of weeks old 
when it started a I king tough to the farmers. 
Its chairman wcs quoted in the press as say¬ 
ing that if sonfc farmers remain stubborn, 
and insist on packaging and selling their own 
potatoes, "the jqils will be filled". 

He went on jto extol the purpose of the 
commission, whifch, he claims, is aiming only 
at "stabilizing" |he price of potatoes. Whom 
does he think hl's kidding? The aim of the 
commission is td| increase the price of pota¬ 
toes. And at thatf it certainly is succeeding! 

On January 16, at a supermarket close 
to us I priced potatoes. For 10 pounds of Man¬ 
itoba potatoes they asked $1.19; while at the 
same time, 10 pounds of excellent P.E.I. po¬ 
tatoes, packed by H. B. Willis, could be had 
for 69c. You can guess which potatoes the 
customers were buying. And will continue to 
buy, unless the government later on gives the 
commission power to put consumers in jail 
Farmers threatened with jail, of course, 
are the ones who went out and bought pack¬ 
aging equipment. These ore farmers proud of 
the potatoes they grow and willing to put a 
trade name on them so the consumer, liking 
them, will ask for them by name. They don't 
want to let this expensive equipment rust un¬ 
used, but unless they smuggle their packaged 
potatoes successfully, they can look forward 
to being jailed for dissenting. 

On the way to my country cottage there is 
a farmer who grows potatoes which I think 
are about the best in the world. I like to buy 
from him. I suppose that this summer, if he 
sells me any he w ill be bootlegging. I suspect 
he will give them to me - if the commission 
will let him - rather than disappoint an old 
customer. Or, because he is a very independ¬ 
ent man, I wouldn't be surprised if he went on 
selling his own spuds packed in his own bags 
and let them put him in jail. 

I suspect that with 25 or 30 of our best 
Manitoba farmers sitting in jail cells our Con¬ 
servative government, which likes to talk 
about freedom, would feel pretty silly. 

Report From 
Parliament Hill 

(Lawrence E. Rindt, M.P.) 

After a bwomonth recess Par¬ 
liament is now engaged in attempt¬ 
ing to finish this, the longest par¬ 
liamentary session in history. 

Apart from a number of minor 
pieces of legislation (all of which 
were passed in about two hours 
last week) Parliament was faced 
with three very important pieces of 
legislation.— 

(1) The Federal Labor Code. 

(2) The Canada Pension Plan. 

(3> Constitutional Changes, — 

which, among other thhg* 
permit provinces to "opt 
out" of any joint Fedsral- 
Provincial Plan, e.g., the 
Canada Pension Plan, 

THE FEDERAL LABOR 
CODE- 

The new Federal Labor Code was 
placed before Parliament last week 
end, and, in general terms, it pro¬ 
vided that all employees under the 
jurisdiction of -the Federal Gw- 
eminent would have a minimum 
wage of $1.25 per hour, with a 40- 
hour week. Certain other benefits, 
such as two weeks’ vacation with 
pay, and eight statutory holidays 
were also included. 

Everyone agreed with the prin¬ 
ciple of this legislation, but there 
were a number of details that caus¬ 
ed a great deal of debate and, in 
all fairness, the Government ac¬ 
cepted a number of the suggestions 
made by the Opposition in the 
fonm/sf amendments 
In its final form the new Labor 
Code is quite satisfactory, al¬ 
though there are sdtH a number 
of very compli ca ted matters vhirh 
will undoubtedly cause much fflfi- 
cuity in its admtefctnation. Two of 
the mam problems concern Jut 
trucking industry and small pri¬ 
vately owned feed mills in eastern 


In brief, the main problem af¬ 
fecting -the trucking industry is 
that trucking firms operating only 
within on* province are NOT sub¬ 
ject to the wage and hour restrict¬ 
ions, whereas trucking companies 
that operate between provinces, 
must abide by the now wage and 
hour regulations. This, of course, 
places those companies doing in- 
terprovincial business at a con¬ 
siderable disadvantage. In addition 
many truck runs take longer than 
eight hours in a day. 

Some of these difficulties have 
been overcame in the legislation 
by permitting the ‘averaging out’ 
of hours of work and by permit¬ 
ting the Minister of Labor to sus¬ 
pend the operation of the Act for 
almost an indefinite time where 
certain industries are seriously in¬ 
jured or placed in an unfair com¬ 
petitive position as a result of the 
legislation. 

Another big problem concerns 
employees of grain elevators. It is 
quite clear that employees of grain 
elevators in western Canada, be¬ 
cause of their particular nature, 
should come under the jurisdiction 
of the new Labor Code. 

This, however, should not be the 
case in the small, privately-owned 
feed mills in eastern Canada. 

White amendments to the legisla¬ 
tion may well give some relief to 
the problems faced by the oper¬ 
ators of eastern feed mills, it to 
the writer’s view that the existing 
legislation in this particular regard 
is a serious infringement of pro¬ 
vincial rights and may wel be 
illegal.
